You can use lemon juice as a 
rinse afterward. Get a permanent 
wave, then have at ieast two hot 
oil treatments before bleaching.

Dr. Adler recommended a school 
for parents, but said many parents 
would “refuse to admit their cul- 
pability” in domineering their 
children’s lives. 


May Be Blinded 


That’s simple enough’ to under- 
stand. Sureiy we must give moth- 
ers credit for aiming to do what is 
best for their children. Ana most 
of them do. The trouble is that 
they are blinded by their affec-
